DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5 - 14 and 16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,5-14 and 1 6 recite, inter alia, a method of introducing impurity 

wherein the oxidized film and other film are first removed as the surface treatment to the 
solid substance with a means for dipping the surface or the solid substance in a 
reductive liquid, wherein the reductive liquid is at least one liquid selected from the 
group consisting of sulfinic acid and adipic acid di - 2 - ethylhexyl ester. Furthermore, 
the art of record does not disclose or anticipate the above limitation in combination with 
other claim elements nor would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a 
device including the above limitation.
